The style In 
which the son of Y’oiir Majesty ami Lady Etlud 
won thi* one mile and seventy yards John S. 
BarlMH* purse was mo.st convineiug. Royal II. in 
this race was pltteil against the cream, liar Phos- 
plmr and Manager Waite, of the threi'-year-olds 
now in training at Mu* local course. On the open- 
ing 4lay 4»f the meeting Royal II., by the resolute 
manner In which he tiattleil out a stirring finish 
after having lost much ground in the early stages 
4*f the rai*e and finished on top of that fiver Huw- 
thiirii, made us all sit up and take notice, and It 
was at once recognlzt*d that in Royal II, .Mr. 
Livingston is possess«‘d of a colt of considerable 
merit. 

In his race of April 24th Royal II, got away from 
the i»ost in a tnngb*. Iieing off 4in tne wrong foot 
and did not get balanced until rounding the turn.

Royal II. is a stoutly made laiv. show’lng sotne- 
thing of the St. Simon excitability, strong and 
muscular, a trifle umler sixteen hanas, tremendous- 
ly powerful hips ami 'marters. a real solid sort 
and one which when his racing days arc over will 
bA* certain to develop into one of our leading 
sires, and backed liy the kudos of a Kentucky 
Derby victory would be assureil of full patronage 
l»y onr lireiMlers. Royal II, ’s victory in the Ken- 

tucky Derby would iii more ways than one be of 
gn*at b4*nolit to American hloo<l stock interests. 
A victory in thi* big race would serve as a stimulus 
to ills owner, who was here to s<*e his favorite 

win. and the victory of an iiui>ortcd colt in a 
rai-i* of su4*h inqiortance would give impetus to 
the s<-lionic now on fimt to purchase and imi>ort 
high class I 1 I 004 I stock from abroad.

WHAT NEW YORK BETTING WILL BE. 



Rigid Enforcement of the System Declared Law* 
ful by the Court's Orders. 



New York, May 6. — While there has ls*en much 
discus.viuii of late as to the i>rol»alde system of 
wagering that will firevail on race courses in the 
state of New York tills season, it is known that 
more rigid regulations than ever lK*fore will lie 
enforced to restrict public betting. It is not pro- 
jiosed that any violations of law shall plaiv racing 
ill jeo|»ardy aiul whatever latitude is aiaurded to 
those who would back tlieir opinions will be that 
made (Kissible by many court decisi.nis that have 
iH'en liandcil down from time to time since the 
passage of the .\gnew-Hart laws and other pro- 
nihitorj' measures since that time. Under these 
dei’isious it has l*een shown that enough latitude 
exists, well within the law, to make wagering 011 
race courses po.ssihle and there will l>e wagi‘iing, 
lint always governed by just wiiat is allowed under 
the court’s interpretation of statutes. 

One important de«-ision ha.s l»een reaclusl and 
that is ulksidute proliildtiiHi this .veur of placing of 
a deposit as a ertniit account against which wagers 
may be made. These practices will n<»t lie |>er- 
mitted this season and aln*ady imsltive orders 
have goiu‘ forth tliat no deiH>sit accounts will 
lie allowisl and that anyone wlio demands or 
accepts such an account will be liarred from ad- 
mission to all courses. A like expulsion is the 
(lenalty for any jierson. known to lie a layer on 
(dher courses, who seeks to operate through a 
clerk or assistant. 

To prevent any attempteil evasion of this regu- 
lation it has lieen d»*eide<l that any iiersoii known 
all a layer in former years, who constantly has 
at his side a eompanioii. who might create an 
impression of co-o|K*ration or partnership, will also 
come under this rule, that is to la* an important 
OIK*, in fixing the meth<Kl of speculation. 

All of this is in line with the general policy to 
absolutely alKilish the business of bookmaking. or 
even the apiH*arance of such business. Individual, 
or private wagers, wiiicli are perfectlj’ legal under 
all the court d«*cisions. wdll be permitted. In fact, 
they have been permitted at all tlim*s, but tlie^* 
must only lie )ietwiM*n individuals. Tlie day of de- 
posits and of layers’ assistants have gone under the 
rules that have been agreed uik>u for the coming 
season. 

Just now an important case is before the courts 
for decision growling out of the arrests that were 
made at Hewlett Bay I’ark last Saturday. It will 
decide the legality of a third party to a wag<*r. 
or in other words the use of a stakeholder. This 
case grows out of the placing of a wager in the 
hands of a third party liefore the running of a race 
and the paying off of the winning bet after it has 
lKK*n decidiMl. 

SlMMild this imiMirtant point )>e decided favorably 
it will afford more leeway than was eujoj'cd last 
season. It would at once eliminate the cri*dit sys- 
tem that oftiai proved disastrous and. also, would 
naturally eliminate the deixisit system that has 
already been ruli*d against in the plans for the new 
season. 

The supreme court of New* Y’ork has. in no mis- 
taken terms, ruletl that the individual has every 
light to wager on any kind of an event. The courts 
have also permitleil the passing of memoranda 
of the wagers and have (lut the stamp of legality 
on the paying of losses and eollection of winnings 
after a race. The same courts have found guilty 
and sentenced two former layers who accepted de- 
liosits or credit accounts and have d<*alt severely 
with those associatiHl with them as clerks or as- 
sistants. Ileiice the new rule that so positively 
prohibits this system.

BETTER OUTLOOK FOR SEAGRAM STABLE. 



Francis Nelson, W’ho, w’hoii not engaged in dis- 
charging the exacting and responsible duties of 
presiding judge on the tracks of tlie Canadian 
Racing Associations, contributes to the siiorting 
liage of the Toronto Globe, of which he is the 
capable and versatile si>ortiiig editor, mauy valuable 
ami itiforniitig articles, not only on racing, but 
on other siiorting subjects, has just written in au 
entertaining vein of what he saw’ and learned 
during a recent visit to the Waterloo breetling 
estalilishiuent of Joseph E. Seagram, esteemed pres- 
ident of the Ontario Jockey’ Club and foremost 
turfman of Canada. Daily Racing Form takes the 
liberty of reproducing the article for the benefit 
of its readers, it being as follows: 

Whatever may be the effect of W’ar in regard 
to the horse breeding industry* aud its inseparable 
concomitant, racing, it is the consensus of o|iinioii 
auioug those who liavc seen the productions of the 
different thoroiiglihred stud farms iu Ontario that 
never W’as there such a fine showing as tliis spring, 
and never was the aspirations and ex nee tat ions of 
lire<‘<iers more nearly realiz<*d than at present. That 
there has lieen a decidisl iuiproveineut in the ipiality 
of the animals now to lie iK*eii, is lK*yuiid question, 
and interruption of that iirogress w’ould have !»e«*n 
disastrous in the extreme. Tlie wiMhmi and sound 
ciiiumou fca*use of the man who keeps his head w’ere 
never more directly upplieil to the countr 3 ’’s needs 
than by the carefully considered deidsion of the 
British authorities that the foundation of the su- 
|M*rlorit 3 ’ in breeding which has made 'Britain the 
siud farm of the world must be steadfastly main- 
tained. Without racing there would soon be no 
horses of value, and the racing country will always 
lie ill the lead as a breeding country. The letter 
from a French armj’ buyer which The Glolie has 
just luiblished is ti*stimouy lieyond c-oiitroversy ou 
this iioint, and a timely contribution to the history 
of the industry in relation to national ue<*ds. 

Nowhere more than at the Waterloo farm of 
Mr. Joseph E. Seagram, our most extensive breeder 
of liloodstock. is tbi* result of the constant effort 
at improvement apparent. The pri‘si<Ieiit of the 
Ontario Jockey Club has not had of late years, the 
success that once wras the regular portion of the 
bearers of the black and yellow jack«*t. and his 
ow’n health has not been all that could he desired, 
but ho is a stout hearted Britisher, aud these things 
have not deterred nor dIscoiiragt*d him. The colors 
were kept flying in spite of adversity, and the op- 
timism that is one of the real Idessings w’hich a love 
of the turf confers on its loyal follow’ers has lM*eii 
the dominant note, just as iu the days of lietter 
fortune. To those who admire iierseverance under 
dls(‘oiiragenient and difficulty it w’ill be particularly 
w elcome to see a ret uni of the old days of triiinipli. 
Tin? cointK‘tHion is ki*encr, and the path to victory 
more arduous now’, but that w’ill make the triumpli 
sw’eeter. What is iu the future no uiau may tell 
witii certaintv, though most people are willing to 
take a chance on their ability to foresee the out- 
come of almost any eventuality. Making prophe- 
ch‘s is risky work, liut it can Ik* p^isitlvely said 

that not in a score of jears has tlie Waterhxi farm 

l)e«*n so w’ell i*ipiipped at tliis stage of the season 
with material calculated to do credit to the breeding 
lines ado{ited there. 

It is !i real treat to look over such a lot of 
well-bred, well-reared and well-iirepared horses as 
Mr. Seagram will send to the races this year, 

only a single one of which was not |irodu<‘ed on 

his own farm. Tin* sulistance and quality of tlie 
young Galutiiies ^eenl to furnish ainple eviilence 
tliat the estahlisliinent has in that English stallion 
a sire fit to liead it. What tlM*y may do on tin* 
<*onr.sc, in coni')K*tition. remains to Ik* si*<‘n. lint it 
is liardlj’ possilde tliat they will he found lack 
ing there. 'Hx* two-year-old filly Galii’ia is well 
wortli tiM* atteiitimi of tlxise who tliink liors«*s 
of tho right ty|ie cannot he raised in the Canadian 
climate. She is a goml illustration of the impres- 
sion tlie visitor gets, tliat the two-year-old fillies 

of today are lK*tter animals than the tliree-year- 
old colts us<*d to Ik*. Willie Bringloe. long with 

.Mr. (TiarU*s Boyh* of WiKHlstock. is In cliarge of 

tlio mares and foals, and the magnificent develop- 
ment of the young sto<-k must mean great care on 
his part. It is this link in tlie career of Canadian 
thorough I »reds tliat has so long been tlx* weakf*st 
in the <*hain. Horses were sent to a trainer when 
his first task was to feed and hnild tliem up.
